A small barn on Paul-Dauben- 


speck's farm south of Rushville was 
hit by liglitning and burned to the 
ground and a part of the roof on the 
barn on Josiah Bishop's farm north- 
east of Rushville was blown off. 


Two barns were completely de- 


stroyed by fire, after being struck 
by lightning last Wednesday, night, 
and one other was damaged by a 
bolt but was not fired. 


Scores of trees were blown down 


nnd many wheaf fields were riddled 
by the wind Saturday night. Several 
sugar groves vere 
damaged and 


many roads were blocked by trees 
blowing down. 


A roller, a harrow, two new corn 


drills and two loads of baled -straw, 
in addition to 
some 
small 
farm 


lools, were destroyed when Uaubcn- 
speck's barn burned. The building 
was in llames when it was discov- 
ered and there were no chance to 
save it or anything in it. The liarn 
•was small and not very valuable, it 
was stated, being used mostly for 
stock to run in. 


The amount of the damage had 


not been estimated today 
by Mr. 


Dnnbenspeck, but it was expected to 
run well over a thousand dollars.
